Goodyear engineers have been working on the plans for some 


time. Should the federal government interest itself in lighter-than- 
air craft for commercial purposes, expressly to join with Germany in 
trans-Atlantic service, production could be started at the Zeppelin 
dock here within 24 hours.

learned from the tragedies of Oae Akron and the Macon. It would be
